Execue privilege not JaWOrskl S6eks 
absolute, justices say

WASHINGTON (AP) - "It is em- 


phatically the province and duty of the 
judicial department to say what the law 
is," Chief Justice John Marshall wrote 
171 years ago. 


Wednesday, ruling in the case of 


President Nixon and the Watergate 
tapes, Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
found those words handy to express his 
meaning. 
"It's 'emphatically the province and 


duty* of this court to 'say what the law 
is* with respect to the claim of privi- 
lege presented in this case," Burger 
wrote for eight justices of the court. 


"What the law is" boiled down to 


this: 


Yes, the President has a privilege to 


withhold confidential communications 


within the executive branch from pub- 
lic scrutiny. 


No, that privilege is not absolute but 


is subject to review by the courts. 


It was the first time in the nearly 185- 


year history of the court that it had 
been confronted with a claim such as 
the one advanced by Nixon: that only 
the President can decide whether he 
should provide evidence wanted for a 
criminal trial. 


In answering the question, the court 


said it agrees with Nixon that it is im- 
portant for conversations between high 
government officials and their advisers 
to be confidential.

of their remarks may well temper can- 
dor with a concern for appearances,"

delivery of Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Special Pros- 


ecutor Leon Jaworski moved today to 
seek a prompt order from U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica to speed delivery 
of the 64 Watergate tapes and docu- 
ments the Supreme Court said Presi- 
dent Nixon must surrender. 


The prosecutor's office announced it 


would submit a motion to Sirica later 
in the day, requesting him to direct 
presidential compliance with the order. 


Presidential attorney James St. 


Clair, in announcing Nixon's decision 
Wednesday night to comply with the 


historic high court directive, said a 
"time-consuming process' was needed 
to prepare the tapes and related mate- 
rials. 


A Jaworski spokesman said the spe- 


cial prosecutor's office believes 33 of 
the tapes and documents are virtually 
ready to be turned over. 


Of these, 20 were included in the par- 


tial White House transcripts released 
last Spring, 12 others were given Nixon 
by appointments secretary Stephen 
Bull at that time and a partial tran- 
script of one was supplied the House 


Judiciary Committee by St. Clair last 
week, the spokesman added. 


Nixon announced his decision to com- 


ply with the ruling "in all respects" in 
a statement issued through St. Clair ai 
the Western White House in San Cle- 
mente, Calif, eight hours after the 
court issued its 8-0 ruling Wednesday. 


While I am disappointed in the re- 


sult, 1 respect and accept the court de- 
cision, and 1 have instructed Mr. St. 
Clair to take whatever measures are 
necessary to comply with that decision 
in all respects," Nixon said. 


The President had challenged Ja- 


worski's subpoena for the tapes and 
materials. The special prosecutor said 
they were needed for the Watergate 
cover-up trial of six former White 
House and campaign aides, scheduled 
to start Sept. 9. The defendants include 
H. R. Haldeman. John D. Ehrlichman 
and John N. Mitchell.

Opening the second round of the na- 


tionally televised colloquy, Republican 
Rep. Charles E. Wiggins of California 
declared Nixon "is entitled to a pre- 
sumption of innocence." 


The second speaker, Democratic 


Rep. John Conyers of Michigan, count- 


ered that Nixon must be removed from 
office "to restore to our government 
the proper balance of constitutional 
power and serve notice to all future 
presidents that such abuse of conduct 
... never again be tolerated."

Cross-district busing 
integration plan voided 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 


Court today struck down by a 5-4 vote, 
a controversial desegregation plan call- 
ing for busing pupils across school dis- 
trict lines in the Detroit area. 


The decision sent the case back to 


U.S. District Court in Detroit, where 
the plan was approved two years ago 
by the late Judge Steven J. Roth. 


Another judge will now consider the 


matter. 


The Supreme Court said Roth erred 


in ordering a desegregation plan em- 
bracing both Detroit and its suburbs 


without any evidence as to whether the 
suburban districts were segregated. 


The lower court was directed to for- 


mulate desegregation plan for the city 
itself. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 


speaking for the court, said federal 
courts may not impose multidistrict 
desegregation plans where there is no 
finding that all the school districts in- 
cluded had failed to operate integrated 
school systems. 


Justice Thurgood Marshall, the only 


black member of the court, dissented, 


saying: 


__ "We deal here with the right of all of 
o'ur children, whatever their race, to an 
equal start in life and to an equal op- 
portunity to reach their full potential 
as citizens. Those children who have 
been denied that right in the past de- 
serve better than to see fences thrown 
up to deny them that right in the fu- 
ture." 


Also dissenting were Justices Wil- 


liam 0. Douglas, William J. Brennan

Hoaxer pretends

10 hosfages held by Texas inmates 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - Prison 


officials began moving tear gas equip- 
ment today into a state prison unit 
where armed convicts threatened to 
kill 10 hostages. 


W. J. Estelle Jr., director of the 


Texas Department of Corrections, said 
the situation was "stable," and "nego- 
tiations are going on by telephone." He 
refused comment about the equipment. 


An armed takeover of a third-floor li- 


brary was led by Fred Gomez Car- 
rasco. a prisoner serving a life sen- 
tence, prison authorities said. 


Prison information director Ron Tay- 


lor, when asked about reports of shoot- 
ing, said no one had been shot and 
killed. But when asked if no one had 
been shot, he responded, "I'm not 
saying that." 


Taylor went back inside the ivy-cov- 


ered prison fortress when asked to 
comment on the presence of tear gas 
equipment. 


Early today prison guards began 


bringing into the downtown prison 
compound three gas generators, gas 
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and more 


mask boxes and what appeared to be a 
supply of weapons. 


Authorities said seven convicts were 


with the hostages, but one of the con- 
victs was not believed to be an active 
participant in the rebellion. 


The hostages are seven women and 


three men, said Dr. Don Kirkpatrick, 
assistant director of the Texas Depart- 
ment of Corrections. One of the men is 
a guard and the other hostages are ci- 
vilian teachers and librarians. 


Kirkpatrick told newsmen Wednes- 


day night that Carrasco had demanded 
six bullet-proof vests, three bullet-proof 
helmets and visors, three walkie-talkie 
radios, three M16 automatic rifles, five 
magazines of ammunition, 100 loose 
rounds for each rifle and "suitable 
clothing for the three of us." 


Kirkpatrick said Carrasco, who was 


sentenced to life for assault with at- 
tempt to murder a police officer at San 
Antonio, had threatened to execute the 
hostages if the demands were not met. 


"Mr. Carrasco is not pushing us for 


any time deadline," Kirkpatrick said. 
"It is also interesting to note there 


have been no transportation demands." 


Kirkpatrick said there was only a 


double door leading into the library 
and Carrasco was making the hostages 
sit in front of it, rotating them about 
every 20 minutes. 


This prevented sharpshooters from 


firing into the room, Kirkpatrick said. 


He said several of the convicts had 


talked to their lawyers. 


In addition to Carrasco, the other 


convicts were identified as Rudolfo 
Dominguez of San Antonio, serving a 
15-year term for assault to murder; Ig- 
nacio Cuevas, a Mexican national 
serving 45 years for murder; Florecio 
Vera, 29, of San Antonio, 10 years for 
burglary, Martin Cuiroz, 27, of Hous- 
ton, two years for possession of co- 
deine, a narcotic; Henry S. Escamilla, 
40, of San Antonio, five years for shop- 
lifting; and Stephen Ray Robertson, 26, 
Dallas, 16 years for rape. 


Kirkpatrick said, however, that he 


did not believe Robertson was an active 
participant. 


The rebels' demands were delivered 


to officials by the prison chaplain, the 


Rev. Joseph O'Brien, a Roman Catholic 
priest who was in and out of the library 
several times Wednesday night confer- 
ring with Carrasco. Carrasco served as 
a porter in the prison chapel. 


Prison authorities said Carrasco and 


his companions took control of the li- 
brary about 1 p.m. Wednesday, bran- 
dishing three handguns. Officials said 
they did not know where the convicts 
obtained the weapons because cor- 
rectional officers at the prison do not 
carry arms. 


The convicts originally took 11 hos- 


tages, but one, Glennon Johnson, 51, 
suffered an apparent heart attack 
about 9:30 p.m. and Carrasco freed 
him. 
Johnson was reported in stable condi- 


tion at a Huntsville hospital. 


Prison officials said there were 57 in- 


mates in the library at the time of the 
takeover, including Carrasco. 


The rebels let 50 inmates leave im- 


mediately and another three left some 
51/2 hours later, just before Father 
O'Brien emerged from his first confer- 
ence with the rebels. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A woman 


tricked police into believing she was 
fugitive heiress Patricia Hearst and 
was willing to surrender, bringing 150 
policemen to a North Hollywood apart- 
ment. 


Police officials called off their oper- 


ation early today after the hoax un- 
folded: 


—Miss Hearst's parents and sister 


flew anxiously to Los Angeles from San 
Francisco. Her father was "very disap- 
pointed," and the family quickly re- 
turned home. 


—Officers surrounded an apartment 


building, blocked off streets and nego- 
tiated by telephone with the hoaxer, 
who said she wanted to surrender to 
"Uncle George." Rumors later buzzed 
that Miss Hearst had been in the apart- 
ment building but had escaped. 


—A police spokesman said officers 


raided an apartment but found only a 
cat, a .22-caliber rifle and an automa- 
tic shotgun. Three persons who were in 
the apartment, including a 13-year-old 
girl who bears a strong resemblance to 
Miss Hearst, said they were grabbed 
by detectives and questioned. 


Police said the guns had a legitimate 


owner with no connection to the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, which kid- 
naped Miss Hearst at Berkeley, Calif., 
in February. 


The hoaxer wasn't found, and a po- 


lice spokesman said later "we had no 
evidence that Miss Hearst or any SLA 
member was ever there." 


After all the excitement, Police Chief 


Ed Davis summed up the Wednesday 
night operation as "a good command 
exercise." Lt. Dan Cook, the police 
spokeman said it was "a practice in 
futility."

They 
took us down the street and into the 
manager's apartment for questioning 
and then let us go." 


The guns were owned by a friend, 


Chris Garza, 20, who also lived in the 
apartment, said Mrs. Cunca. "They're 
hunting rifles," she said. "Chris likes 
to hunt." 


Garza was not in the apartment, but

GETTYSBURG, Pa. (AP) - Mamie 


Eisenhower says she still hasn't gotten 
used to the fact that her husband, who 
died five years ago. is gone. 


"It use'd to anger me when people 


would say, 'You're an Army wife, you 
must be used to Ike being away,'" Mrs. 
Eisenhower said in an interview pub- 
lished today in tlto Philadelphia lu^ui- 
rer. 


"I never got used to him being g<>r:e. 


He was my husband. He was mv whole 
life," she said. 


Mrs. Eisenhower has lived in scmisc- 


clusion on her 190-acre farm here since 
her husband's death. The Eisenhower s 
took up residence on the farm, which is 
now a national historical site, in 1955. 
the year President Eisenhower suf- 
fered his first heart attack. 


Eisenhower stocked the farm with 


243 choice grade cattle. During his re- 
tirement, he entered some of his Black 
Angus bulls in the Pennsylvania Fann 
Show. "I couldn't have told you how 
many cattle we had." Mrs. Eisenhower 
said. "I always said the outside was 
Ike's and the inside was mine." 


Mrs. Eisenhower says she is com- 


forted by visits to the Eisenhower Li- 
brary in'Abilene, Kan. "It gives me a 
good feeling that Ike's at peace there in 
Abilene," she said. "He's in his old 
neighborhood, surrounded by old 
friends. There's a place for me, too. 
But I don't like to look at it or think 
about it much." 


One of her favorite monument in 


Gettysburg is the statue of President 
Eisenhower o^ide his old office on the 


Gettysburg College campus. "I always 
speak to him when I pass it. During the 
winter, I don't like seeing the snow cov- 
ering his head." 


She said she spends much of her af- 


ternoons reading and watching tele- 
vision. "I watch soap operas. That's an 
awful name for these programs. I find 
them touching, very true to life." 


Mrs. Eisenhower said, however, that 


she doesn't watch shows about hospi- 
tals because "it brings back memories 
i'.' me months I spent in hospitals dur- 
ing Ike's illnesses." 


She said an inner ear problem causes 


her to occasionally lose her equili- 
brium and walk unsteadily. She said 
she is black and blue from bumping 
into things. The ailment may be the 
reason for rumors that she has a drink- 


ing problem. 


About the rumors, she said, "I lived 


with myself. I knew it wasn't so. And 
so did my friends. I don't think there's 
anybody who drinks less than I do." 


She said she lives frugally, saving 


newspaper coupons so she will have ex- 
tra money to donate to charities. And 
she seldom discards old clothes. "I'm 
wearing many of my White House 
clothes now," she said. "They're all 
silk. You can't get that much any- 
more." 


As First Lady. Mrs. Eisenhower did 


not give speeches and never held press 
conferences. She said she only went to 
the President's White House office four 
times and was invited each time. 


"I was Ike's wife, John's mother, the 


children's grandmother," 
she said 


"That was all I ever wanted to be."

If a clothes-care label on an item you 


own says it should be washed in 
"warm" water, just how warm is

It was two years ago this month that 


we became the first country in the 
world to require, via a 1972 Federal 
Trade Commission rule, permanent 
clothes-care labels attached to the gar- 
ments we buy or to be supplied by 
manufacturers along with yard goods 
we buy. With a few important exceo- 
tions. compliance with the '72 rule has 
been refreshingly high—well over 90 
per cent—and you're typical if you now 
take the care labels for granted. 


The basic provisions are that durable

For yard goods, the key requirement 


is, that the manufacturer supply care 
labels for you to sew into the clothes 
you make. 


Key exclusions from the rule: most 


hosery; hats, gloves and shoes; dispo- 
sable items and items which need no 
maintenance; fur and leather gar- 
ments; completely washable clothes re- 
tailing for S3 or less and items that 
might be "substantially impaired" by 
a permanent label 
(transparent 


clothes) if the FTC has specifically 
exempted them; purely decorative and 
ornamental items; fabric remnants or 
"mill ends." Also not included: house- 
hold furnishings. 


Successful as the care-labeling pro- 


gram has been, it admittedly can be 
improved and the FTC is now studying 
literally thousands of criticisms and 
suggestions for improvements received 
from consumers and from the textile 
and dry cleaning industries in these 
two years. From John LeFevre, staff 
attorney at the FTC's Bureau of Con- 
sumer Protection, here are five major 
points that emerge from your tre- 
mendous response to the call for im- 
provements: 


(1) Too many of you are not getting 


labels for the yard goods you buy; on 
this, says LeFevre, you were "unani- 
mous." The problem is that while man- 
ufacturers are required to provide 
wholesalers and retailers with care la- 
bels, the middlemen are not technically 
responsible for making sure consumers 
get these labels. Sometimes a manufac- 
turer will offer the retailer a discount 
on material it the retailer agrees to get 
the labels directly from label manufac- 
turers (the textile manufacturers pro- 
vide only the information which should 
appear on the labels). Some retailers, 
reports LeFevre, "love the discount but 
forget the labels." Even if they stock 
the labels, untrained clerks may fail to 
provide buyers with them. Clearly indi- 
cated here is a shift of some of the re- 
sponsibility to the retailer for provid- 
ing labels. 


(2) Another major problem is incom- 


plete instructions. Directions may be 
given for washing a garment but not 
for drying. Or a washing water or 
drying air temperature limit to prevent 
color bleeding or fabric shrinking may 
not be clearly specified. Dry cleaners 
are calling for more detailed guidelines 
for dry cleaning various fabrics and 
garments. 


(3) There are too many exceptions to 


the care labeling requirements. The 
loudest cry is for labels on household 
furnishings, such as draperies, uphol- 
stery, carpets, blankets and bed cov- 
ers—and on leather, fur and suede 
products, especially wear ing apparel. 


(4) Also a problem is inadequate 


warning on labels about procedures 
which might damage an article. Many 
consdmers reported, for instance, man- 
ufacturers' failure to specify that the 
"gentle" washing cycle should be used 
or that a garment should be tumble- 
•dried in the dryer. 


(5) And stickiest of all-the questions 


with which I began this column. For 
the issue at stake in these is whether 
the FTC should prescribe specific stan- 
dards and definitions to go with its la- 
beling rules—and that's an issue which 
will take months to resolve.

Appleton woman bound o^er for murder trial 


OSHKOSH - Mrs. Noreen Kelly of 


Appleton was bound over to Circuit 
Court for trial on a first degree murder 
charge late Wednesday after a prelimi- 
nary hearing in Winnebago County 
Court. 


Mrs. Kelly, 45, 602 S. Mayflower 


Drive, is charged in the shooting death 
of Alvin Manteufel, 68, at his rural Nee- 
nah home on Aug. 22, 1973. 


Wednesday's 
preliminary 
hearing 


ended about 10:30 p.m. after 19 wit- 
nesses had been called to testify by 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Robert Vander Loop, 
who is prosecuting the case for the 
state. The witnesses detailed the chain 
of events on the evening of the shooting 
and subsequent investigation by county 
sheriff's department personnel. 


Through questioning of witnesses, 


Vander Loop placed Mrs. Kelly at the 
scene of the shooting. Several wit- 
nesses testified that they saw no one 
besides the woman and Manteufel en- 
ter or leave the residence on the eve- 


ning of the shooting. However, defense 
attorney James Long of Appleton at- 
tempted to establish through cross-ex- 
amination of witnesses that anyone 
could have been hiding in the home and 
fired the shot. 


Mrs. Penny Wandahsega of Neenah, 


who had been an upstairs tenant at the 
Manteufel home at 1129 E. Fairview 
Road, testified that the home was al- 
ways left unlocked. She also testified 
that she saw no one else on the prem- 
ises on Aug. 22 and that she had been 
downstairs to use the telephone about 
three hours before the shooting and 
saw no one. 


Mrs. Kelly has claimed that she was 


in another room of the house when she 
heard the gunshot, then found Manteu- 
fel running around in the kitchen. Man- 
teufel was found by sheriff's officers, 
face down on the kitchen floor. He had 
been shot once in the back. The bullet 
exited through his chest, went through 
a kitchen table and was found on the 


kitchen floor. The suspected murder 
weapon was found under the front 
porch of the home. The gun belonged to 
Mrs. Kelly. 


Vander Loop attempted to establish a 


motive in the shooting by entering as 
evidence a copy of the last will and tes- 
tament of Manteufel. It listed Mrs. 
Kelly as the sole benefactor of Manteu- 
fel's estate. That will is being held in 
county probate court. A legal ruling on 
whether it will be honored is being 
withheld until after the Kelly trial. 


The bind-over came at the end of 


Wednesday's testimony when County 
Judge James Sarres ruled a crime had 
probably been committed and that 
probable cause exists to bring the de- 
fendant to trial. Preliminary hearings 
are held only to establish probable 
cause. The trial will be scheduled in 
Circuit Court. 


A first degree murder charge was 


originally filed against Mrs. Kelly in 
October of 1973 after a seven-week in- 


\ 


vestigation into the shooting. Former 
Winnebago County Judge James V. Sit- 
ter, however, dismissed the case, citing 
insufficient foundation for the com- 
plaint. 


After charges were reopened May 24 


against his client. Long filed a writ of 
prohibition with the Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court, asking the court to prohi- 
bit the case from continuing. Long 
charged that the case was reopened 
only for purposes of harassment 
against Mrs. Kelly. But the state's high 
court denied the motion and proceed- 
ings were scheduled again.

was held, disqualified himself from the 
case in May, since he was the district 
attorney who filed the original murder 
charge against Mrs. Kelly. Sarres was 
substituted.

could be operational by mid-1976 which 
would be earlier than if the firm linked 
up to the municipal system, providing 
the local treatment plant is expanded 
according to a current schedule. 


Wand's testimony came during the 


afternoon of a hearing at whose outset 
it was revealed formally for the first 
time that Bergstrom would definitely 
construct its own facility if permitted 
to do so.

NEENAH — The railroad relocation 


study to be conducted here by a Chi- 
cago consulting firm should start in 
about five weeks, after a contract is 
completed and signed. 


George Bauman, city planner, said 


today the contract is being prepared by 
DeLeeuw, Gather and Company of Chi- 
cago. That firm has been hired to study 
the conflicts between street and rail 
traffic in Neenah and in Oshkosh, and 
to provide recommendations to ease the 
problems. 


Neenah and Oshkosh officials met 


with representatives of the State high- 
way commission and the Chicago con- 
sulting firm Wednesday to establish 
contract guidelines. Bauman said the 
cities gave the firm a contract sample 
on which they will base the final con- 
tract. Separate contracts will be pre- 
pared for the two cities. 


Bauman called it a "relatively diffi- 


cult contract." He said one of the main 
specifications will be that the consult- 
ing firm, to the best of its ability will 
conduct the studies in the two cities si- 
multaneously to avoid duplication of 
travel and otrter expenses. 


The contracts, as prepared by the 
Chicago firm, will be returned to the 
cities in two weeks. They will then be 
sent to the state highway commission, 
where another two weeks will be 
allowed for review. One more week will 
then be needed to obtain the necessary 
signatures on the contracts, making 
the entire process five weeks in length. 


The studies are expected to start im- 


mediately after that, and should take 
about six months. 


The state is involved in the projects 


because 90 per cent federal funding 
which has been allocated is being ad- 
ministered through the state highway 
commi sion. The federal highway ad- 
ministration still hasn't given its ap- 
proval to the 90 per cent funding level, 
but a state spokesman said that is 
merely a formality. 


Total cost of the relocation study in 


Neenah is expected to be $43,000 and 
the Oshkosh study will cost about 
$50,000. The Neenah City Council on 
July 3 authorized a city expenditure of 
$4,300 to cover the city's 10 per cent 
share of the study cost. 


vid Beckwith. from the Milwaukee law 
firm representing Bergstrom, said the 
company "will opt out of the system" if 
given the opportunity to do so.

observers.

Eventually the cadets assist on in- 


vestigations of break-ins and com- 
plaints which are routinely investi- 
gated. 
Back in the station, the trainees work 


on the files, process traffic accident re- 
ports and other matters. 


By this fall, the cadets will be trained 


in an additional task - monitoring the 
new emergency communication sys- 
tem, 
taking calls requesting ambu- 


lances, police and fire crews. 


Police Chief Roman Rappert says the 


program is a boon to the department, 
providing additional personnel at mod- 
erate cost. 
The cadets would be ideally fitted 


into the Menasha police department 
should positions become available, 
Rappert said, because they are well 
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versed and familiar with procedures in 
handling the day-to-day work of the 
force. 


"It's very good, real helpful," Rap- 


pert said of the cadet training. He said 
he would be interested in future hiring 
of a trained cadet. "Then all I have to 
do is send him to rookie school for 200 
hours and he can start in full-time." 


Rookie school is the special training 


newly hired police officers must com- 
plete at Fox Valley Technical Institute 
before becoming full-fledged law enfor- 
cers.

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Six Appleton High School-East musi- 


cians recently returned from what one 
of them termed "the experience of my 
life," attending the Rivelli Inter- 
national School of Music in Glion, Swit- 
zerland as members of a select group 
of Wisconsin student musicians who 
made up part of a national high school 
band that numbered 101. 


Ruth Bravick, Heidi Ellefson. Bill 


Koopman, Liz Kulhavy, Joanie Orbison 
and Linda Sandkofer, the six East mu- 
sicians, were traveling ambassadors of 
goodwill through music from June 27, 
when they left Chicago's O'Hare Air- 
port for Geneva, Switzerland, until 
July 12, when they returned to Apple- 
ton "exhausted, but extremely happy." 


The unique opportunity which 


allowed them to travel throughout Swit- 
zerland, Luxembourg, parts of Ger- 
many, Belgium and the Netherlands, 
came their way through the work and 
efforts of their director, Tom Jacobs. 


Earlier this year, Jacobs was asked 


to organize an all-Wisconsin high 
school band to attend the music school 
and tour, "but economic problems en- 
countered by individuals and groups 
throughout the state made that impos- 
sible," the director said. "So the all- 
state band was formed, containing 
many Wisconsin students, and others 
from throughout the nation."

If fairness is not the overriding fac- 


tor in the epic proceedings, said Wig- 
gins, "we would be doing a greater vio- 
lence to the Constitution than any 
misconduct alleged of Richard Nixon." 


Wiggins was the first of 27 committee 


members remaining to make opening 
statements in the debate on a proposed 
two-article recommendation of im- 
peachment. 


If the committee approves impeach- 


ment in a vote expected this weekend, 
then the full House of Representatives 
must decide whether to send the mat- 
ter on to the Senate for trial. 


Wiggins told his colleagues it was 


"not too late for me to challenge" 
whether they should sit in the proceed- 
ing if they have formed a preconceived 
notion Nixon's guilt or innocence. 


But despite his challenge, the com- 


mittee was believed likely to vote im- 
peachment, though the margin of such 
a vote remains to be determined. 


The committee opened its historic de- 


bate Wednesday night before a nation- 
wide television and radio audience that 
heard Rep. Charles W. Sandman Jr., 
R-N.J.. claim "There are sufficient 
votes here for an impeachment resolu- 
tion. 


"Everyone knows that. There is no 


use kidding ourselves about it." he 
said. 


Sandman, who lined up against im- 


peachment, was one of 11 committee 
members who gave their views in a 
televised presentation of the historic 
proceedings. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr.'s 


schedule for the 38-member committee 
calls for concluding general debate 
tonight and moving onto actual consid- 
eration of articles of impeachment 
Friday. That schedule suffered a slight 
setback last night when a bomb scare 
forced a 47-minute delay. 


The threat, telephoned to the Capitol 


switchboard, forced Rodino to empty 
the packed room while police searched 
fruitlessly for a bomb. Later, after Ro- 
dino had recessed the proceedings for 
the night and the hearing room had al- 
most emptied, a second bomb threat 
was received. Again nothing was found. 


The most explosive item in the room 


was a resolution offered by Rep. Harold 
D. Donohue, D-Mass., calling for 
Nixon's impeachment on two broad ar- 
ticles, one based on the Watergate 
cover-up and the other charging him 
with abusing his powers of office. 


The proposed articles, still subject to 


refinements, were drafted after day- 
long negotiations between pro-impeach- 
ment Democrats and seven fence-sit- 
ting members — four Republicans and 
three Southern Democrats. 


Neither side would say publicly that 


the articles as presented represent an 
agreement, but one participant in the 
negotiations said he expects the seven 
undecided members to support at least 
one of them. That would produce a 26- 
12 vote in favor of impeachment. 


The Watergate article accuses Nixon 


of acting "directly and personally and 
through his close subordinates and 
agents" to obstruct the investigation of 
the Watergate break-in. 


It lists nine specific acts it says 


Nixon directed to carry out the cover- 
up, including the payment of hush 
money, the suppression of evidence, 
the misuse of the CIA and the making 
of "false or misleading public state- 
ments in his capacity as President for 
the purpose of deceiving the people of 
the United States ..." 


The abuse of power article charges 


Nixon with authorizing illegal wire- 
taps, establishing a special investi- 
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gative unit in the White House to en- 
gage in unlawful activities — such as 
the break-in of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist's office — and with inter- 
fering with the administration of the 
Internal Revenue Service and the FBI. 


Both articles, and the specific acts 


cited in them, follow closely the major 
concerns in the impeachment inquiry 
of Rep. Thomas F. Railsback, R-I1I., in 
whose office the uncommitted mem- 
bers drafted their proposals for sub- 
mission to the pro-impeachment group. 


Rep. Robert W. Kastenmeier. D-Wis.. 


said he already has been convinced. "I 
have concluded, after careful consider- 
ation of the evidence that President 
Nixon must be impeached and removed 
from office," he said. 


Rep. Henry P. Smith 111, R-N.Y.. dis- 


pelled the idea he would vote for im- 
peachment by saying the evidence was 
not sufficiently clear and convincing 
for him except on the single, narrow is- 
sue of secret bombing of Cambodia, 
which is not included in the proposed 
articles.

Besides its impact in Detroit, the de- 


cision could affect schools in Louisville 
and Jefferson County. Ky.. which were 
ordered by a federal judge Tuesday to 
merge in order to achieve better racial 
balance. 


It will have more indirect affects in 


many other cities. 


Roth's decision had called for busing 


of pupils in a three-county area around 
Detroit. It was appealed by Michigan 
officials and by suburban school dis- 
tricts, but not by the Detroit district, 
which is about 64 per cent black. 


The same question came before the 


Supreme Court last year in a case aris- 
ing in Richmond, Va. 


The court deadlocked 4-4 in the Rich- 


mond case, with Justice Lewis Powell, 
a former member of the Richmond 
school board, abstaining. 


A district court order for cross-dis- 


trict busing in the Richmond area was 
overturned by a federal appeals court. 
The tie vote by the Supreme Court had 
the effect of upholding the appeals 
court order barring cross-district bus- 
ing in the Richmond area but did not 
establish any precedent 
for future 


cases. 


Today's decision does set a legal 


precedent. 


Burger said it seemed clear that 


Roth and the U.S. Circuit Court in Cin- 
cinnati, which upheld his decision, 
"shifted the primary focus from a De- 
troit remedy to the metropolitan area 
only because of their conclusion that to- 
tal desegregation of Detroit would not 
produce the racial balance which they 
perceived as desirable." 


"Entirely apart from the logistical 


and other "serious problems attending 
large-scale transportation of students, 
the consolidation would give rise to an 
array of other problems in financing 
and operating this new school system," 
Burger said. 


He said the problems would include 


the authority of the present school 
boards, equality of tax levies, validity 
of bonds and the control of curriculum. 


"To approve the remedy ordered by 


the court would impose on the outlying 
districts, not shown to have committed 
any constitutional violation, a wholly 
impermissible remedy." said Burger. 


Burger said that even if state offi- 


cials were responsible for segregation, 
as held by the lower court, "it does not 
follow that an interdistrict remedy is 
constitutionally justified or required." 


Privilege. . . 
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wrote Burger. 


Then the court turned to the specific 


case at hand, in which Nixon sought to 
resist an order to produce records of 
White House conversations wanted as 
potential evidence in the Watergate 
cover-up trial. 


The court has ruled in the past that 


secret military and diplomatic infor- 
mation may be shielded from exam- 
ination in the courts. But in the Water- 
gate tapes, it said, national security is 
not involved. 


Thus, it said, the President's claim 


rests on "no more than a generalized 
claim of the public interest in confiden- 
tiality of nonmilitary and nondiploma- 
tic discussions." 


That is not enough. Burger wrote. 
"We must weigh the importance of 


the general privilege of confidentiality 
of presidential communications in per- 
formance of his responsibilities against 
the inroads of such a privilege on the 
fair administration of criminal jus- 
tice." 


Weighing this "confrontation with 


other values." the court decided in fa- 
vor of "the twofold aim of criminal jus- 
tice ... that guilt shall not escape or in- 
nocence suffer." 


In 1952, rejecting the late President 


Harry S. Truman's claim of power to 
seize struck steel mills in wartime, the 
court said that "the founders of this na- 
tion entrusted the law-making power to 
the Congress alone in both good and 
bad times." 


In Wednesday's decision, the court 


added to this that the powers vested in 
the judicial branch "can no more be 
shared with the executive branch than 
the chief executive, for example, can 
share with the judiciary the veto 
power."

Jaworski seeks prompt 
delivery of Nixon tapes 
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ing them available to Jaworski. 


Appearing betore newsmen and tele- 


vision cameras at the White House 
press center in nearby Laguna Beach 
on Wednesday afternoon, St. Clair 
spoke of "the time-consuming process 
of reviewing the tapes subject to the 
subpoena and the preparation of the in- 
dex and analysis required...." He said 
the work "will begin forthwith." 


In the past, tapes provided to Ja- 


worski have been supplied to the House 
Judiciary Committee for its impeach- 
ment inquiry. It was not immediately 
known whether the latest subpoenaed 
material would ever figure in congres- 
sional consideration of impeachment. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 


L. Ziegler was asked how much time 
would be needed to process the tapes. 


"There's really no way to say." he 


replied. 


Ziegler, responding to questions, said 


possible defiance of the court was not 
an option Nixon and St. Clair discussed 
Wednesday. He suggested that defiance 
never had been given serious consider- 
ation in the past, either. 


Ziegler also said Nixon resisted sur- 


rendering the subpoenaed material 
only on grounds of principle and not be- 
cause he feared they might contain in- 
criminating material. 


Nixon said in his statement that he 


had refused to comply with Jaworski's 
subpoena because of "my strong desire 
to protect the principle of presidential 
confidentiality in a system of separa- 
tion of powers." 


But the Supreme Court said the need 


for the tapes and documents in the 
cover-up trial took precedence over any 


generalized claim of confidentiality. 


Nixon sought to picture his legal set- 


back in the best light, saying. "I was 
gratified ... to note that the court reaf- 
firmed both the validity and the impor- 
tance of the principle of executive 
privilege — the principle I had sought 
to maintain. By complying fully with 
the court's ruling in this case, I hope 
and trust that I will contribute to 
strengthening rather than weakening 
this principle for the future — so that 
this will prove to be not the precedent 
that destroyed the principle, but the ac- 
tion that preserved it." 


Nixon said "it will be essential that 


.the special circumstances of this case 
not be permitted to cloud the rights of 
presidents to maintain the basic confi- 
dentiality without which this office can- 
not function." 


More than a half hour passed be- 


tween issuance of the court opinion in 
Washington and notification to Nixon. 
The President got the word by tele- 
phone from White House Chief of Staff 
Alexander M. Haig Jr., who had seen 
the first bulletins on news agency tele- 
types at the Western White House of- 
fices. Haig checked with Washington 
before calling Nixon, who was in the 
upstairs study of his neighboring 
home. 


While spokesmen fended off ques- 


tions from reporters. Nixon and St. 
Clair. joined at times by Haig and Zieg- 
ler, began marathon sessions to decide 
on the President's response. 


In midmorning a copy of the court 


opinion reached Nixon over an elec- 
tronic telecopier system. 


Ziegler said St. Clair's Washington 


office received -50 minutes' advance no- 
tice that the court would rule, but was 
not told what the decision would be. 


As Nixon considered his response, he 


canceled a scheduled conference on 
housing problems with Secretary of 
Housing and 
Urban Development 


James T. Lynn. 


Asked if the decision had caught 


Nixon by surprise. Ziegler replied, "I 
didn't detect an attitude of surprise" 
but rather one of disappointment. 


He said the President had read ad- 


vance speculation in the news media 
that the ruling would go against him. 


After Nixon's statement accepting 


the verdict was prepared. Ziegler said 
White House officials gave advance no- 
tice of its content to Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford and Republican con- 
gressional leaders.

Dodgers' Campan/s proves to be shrewde ?sf trader

The Los Angeles Dodgers not only 


have the best record in baseball, 
they're also tops in the trading circuit. 


While the farm system continues to 


turn out good young ballplayers, two of 
the mam reasons for the Dodgers' 
51/2-game lead in the National League's 
West Division are center fielder Jim 
Wynn and relief ace Mike Marshall. 


Neither called Los Angeles home in 


1973. Wynn was in his ninth full season 
with the Houston Astros while Mar- 
shall, who previously toiled in the ma- 
jors for Detroit, Seattle and Houston, 
was setting a major league record by 
pitching in 92 games for the Montreal 
Expos. 


That all changed in the space of 24 


hours. On Dec. 5, the Dodgers acquired 
Marshall in exchange for Willie Davis, 
their long-time center fielder. The next 
day, they got Wynn for pitchers Claude 


Osteen, a veteran 
left-hander, and 


rookie Dave Culpepper. 


The results should be fair warning to 


othei general managers who deal with 
the Dodgers' Al Campams to keep one 
hand on their wallet and the other on 
their roster. 


Wynn is hitting a solid .290, leads the 


league with 21 homers and has batted 
in 69 runs. Meanwhile, Osteen, who 
won 147 games in nine years with the 
Dodgers, is struggling at 9-7 for the As- 
tros. 


While the Dodgers traded an every- 


day player in Davis, who has been in 89 
games for Montreal, they acquired 
something of the same sort in the tire- 
less Marshall, who already has relieved

Supreme Court rules on tapes 


The President of the United States i s not above the law. 


Nor does hie make the law. Nor does he alone interpret it. 
That in effect is what the United State s Supreme Court has 
told iRichard M. Nixon. 


Ni*:on is ordered to turn over to Spe cial Prosecutor Leon 


Jawo.rski i.he tapes and other White Mouse documents Ja- 
worski has subpoenaed for use in prosecuting criminal 
cases resulting from Watergate. 


There were three significant points made in the decision, 


which was unanimous among the eijght justices participa- 
ting. First, the court ruled that the court system did have 
jurisdiction over the dispute between the special prosecutor 
and the* President. President Nixon had argued that it was 
strictly an internal dispute within the executive branch.

Day was logical choice for Supreme Court 


MADISON — The appointment by Gov. Pat* 


rick Lucey of Roland Day, a Madison lawyer, 
old and close personal friend and practicing 
liberal politician, to the State Supreme Court 
was as predictable as any major decision made 
by the head of the Democratic state adminis- 
tration since he was sworn in nearly four years 
ago. 


The uncertainty in the situation, if any, was 


caused 
by the abrupt and unprecedented 


launching" of publicity campaigns during re- 
cent weeks by other candidates for the state's 
highest court. 


The governor had toyed with the idea of 


choosing a very young person, man or woman. 
But it was evid'ently difficult to find a prospect 
of youthful years who had also attained suf- 
ficient professional stature to avoid the chance 
of offending the bench, bar and others of criti- 
cal sophistication on the question of quality of 
performance of the high court. 


He also was attracted by the idea of appoint- 


ing a woman, but his private intelligence serv- 
ice reminded him that his nominee will have 
the task of fighting off rivals in an election two 
years hence. His first appointment of a woman 
several years ago to a minor court in Mil- 
waukee was rebuffed by the electorate when 


she sought confirmation by the voters. 


Roland Day is perhaps as well equipped to 


meet challengers when he becomes a candidate 
for election to his seat as anyone the governor 
had seriously considered. 
Indeed, he was 


prominently involved in politics even before 
Pat Lucey was known outside the precincts of 
Crawford County, where he had planned a po- 
litical career at an uncommonly early age. 


Day is a product of the old LaFollette Pro- 


gressive faction in Wisconsin politics. Students 
in the state universities who are forever solic- 
iting assistance on routine thesis and term pa- 
per assignments would find it fruitful to exam- 
ine the rewards that have come to dozens of the 
younger men of the LaFollette political persua- 
sion in the 1930s. They forsook the decaying 
Progressive party to move into the moribund 
Democratic organization even as their elders 
for the most part turned to the ancestral Re- 
publican affiliation and in the process restored 
the traditional two-party alignment of the rest 
of America to this state. 


Roland Day is a successful lawyer and an 


amiable and energetic fellow. He was a star 
law student. Given his choice, he would no 
doubt have welcomed a longer term before 
being required to face the electorate with the 


certainty that some prominent names repre- 
senting the lower courts will be on the ballot as 
challengers in 1976. But unlike some colleagues 
and predecessors on the state appeals court, he 
has had useful practice on the campaign trail. 
He was one of the star performers, as a young 
student, in the waning days of the LaFollette 
party nearly four decades ago. 


An inconspicuous line in the Lucey press re- 


lease confirming his selection of the new judge 
related that "in 1968, he was chairman of the 
Robert F. Kennedy organization in Wisconsin." 


Those who know the governor's utter devo- 


tion to the Kennedy cause and the Kennedy les- 
sons on the rewarding of the faithful found that 
irrelevant recollection revelatory. Indeed, it 
would not surprise anybody who knows the 
Lucey modus operandi if that footnote was in- 
serted for the purpose of reminding his parti- 
san constituency of his rules of practical poli- 
tics. 


By the test of the backgrounds of its mem- 


bers, the court for the second time in the mod- 
ern history of the state will have a "liberal'* 
majority with the seating of Roland Day. In 
other ways, so subtle that they may not be 
widely observed, the court will have a new bal- 
ance with his swearing in.

THE OOP MEMMftS ARI HEADY TO CONTINUE THE IMPEACHMENT INVESTIGATION 


Analyzing the situation on Cyprus is 


almost as depressing as exploring the 
variables in Northern Ireland. If one 
could possibly conceive of four-di- 
mensional chess, the analogy would be 
applicable to both locales. To begin 
with, you have the existence of hostile 
tribes (African nations have no monop- 
oly on tribalism) who have lived in 
uneasy equilibrium for centuries. The 
percentage of Turks in Cyprus is 
smaller (20 per cent) than the Catholic 
minority in Northern Ireland (roughly 
one-third), but this numerical disad- 
vantage is more than compensated for 
by the irresponsible vigor with which 
Turkey defends their status. The Irish 
Republic, in contrast, has made every 
effort to cool the situation in the North 
as, of course, has Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment in London. 


The historical background of Cypriot 


independence is interesting. It can be 
described briefly as an improvisation 
that developed a life of its own. Gener- 
ations of Cypriot Greeks were solidly 
for "enosis" — union with Greece — 
but the Turks wouldn't stand for it. A 
nasty civil war began in 1954, with the 
poor British caught in the middle, and 
finally in 1959, a compromise was 
worked out providing guarantees for 
the Turkish minority in an independent 
Greek Cyprus. Archbishop Makarios — 
a strenuous advocate of "enosis," 
whom the British had tucked away on 
an island in the Indian Ocean — be- 
came President. At that time the Arch- 
bishop %vas closely aligned with Colonel 
George Grivas (the famed leader of the 
Greek terrorists who died last Janu- 
ary), and the Turks, with considerable 
justification,- believed that indepen- 
dence was just a way station on the 
road to union with Greece. 


This suspicion was confirmed in 1953 


when Makarios suggested some amend- 
ments to the Cyprus constitution which 
seemed to undermine the rights of the- 
island's Turks. Shortly the two tribes 
were shooting at each other, and in 1964 
the Turkish government launched a 
military feint to indicate its determina- 
tion to protect its Cypriot compatriots. 
Even the irrepressible Krushchev got 
into the act, warning the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization to keep out of the 
internal affairs of Cyprus or risk a 
threat to the "general peace." Off the 
issue went to the United Nations which 
established a peace-keeping force that 
is still there. 


As of 1964, then, Makarios was still 


closely aligned with General Grivas 
and Greek Prime Minister Pa- 
pandreou. In other words, it is fair to 
say that Cypriot independence was not 
at the top of the Archbishop-Presi- 
dent's agenda. However, in 1967 an 
event occurred which threw all the 
chessmen back into the box: the Greek 
coup, which brought a right-wing mili- 
tary regime to power in Athens. This 
was bad news to the Greek Cypriots 
who had sponsored a generally left- 
wing policy (including nonalignment in 
the Cold War) and had a strong Com- 
munist party. 


Cypriot independence immediately 


attained a new luster. "Enosis" with a 
Greece run by a center-left government 
was one thing; union with a military 
dictatorship was something else again. 
At this time Grivas denounced Ma- 
karios for a double-cross and initiated 
guerrilla activities against the Cypriot 
regime. But, curiously, the Greek junta 
turned out to be much more restrained 
on the Cyprus issue than its democratic 
predecessors. For one thing, it did not 
have to respond to Greek public opin- 
ion; also, it had substantial respect for 
the military who, through dummy gov- 
ernments, were running Turkey. While 
it is overstating the facts to say that 
the two sets of generals reached a 
modus vivendi on Cyprus, it was cer- 
tainly true that they established a 
modus non vivendi. (In fact the Athens 
junta recalled Grivas from Cyprus and 
put him virtually under house arrest.)

1974 is hard to explain except in terms 
of accident. Makarios apparently had 
decided (wisely) to send home the 
Greek officers who trained the Cypriot 
National Guard, and when this decision 
leaked, the officers struck. Athen was 
obviously caught completely by sur- 
prise. Then the Turkish government, 
ironically a left-of-center coalition 
based on genuine elections, over- 
reacted. Twice before the Turkish mili- 
tary had engaged in bluffs involving 
mobilizing troops and transports off 
Cyprus, but pulled them back. This 
time Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit — 
who unlike the Generals takes public 
opinion into consideration — pulled the 
trigger. 


As of this writing everything is 


firmly in midair, but my hunch is that 
when the smoke clears Makarios will 
be back presiding over an independent 
Cyprus: the solution which will least 
divide all concerned.

Woods fires 
flare up; 
dry weather 


100 YEARS AGO 
Appleton Crescent, July 25, 1874. 


On Monday last, there was a lively 


fire in the woods about a mile this side 
of Menasha alongside the road, doubt- 
less started by someone trying to burn 
brush and logs during the dryness pre- 
vailing, and the fire spread fast. The 
grass is so dry it burned as well as in 
October. 


Had it not been for the hard work 


done by a lot of men and the fact that 
the fire had run into a low, green 
grassy piece of land, it might have 
made havoc among the barns and 
fences. 


Farmers have no business to endan- 


ger the lives and property of them- 
selves and others during the prevailing 
drought, by setting fires they may af- 
terward find difficult to control. 


The grass, ground and timber is in 


perfect condition for fires to become 
unmanageable if once well started, and 
we certainly do not want to see the 
dread scenes of 1871 repeated this sum- 
mer. (Editor's Note: The reference was 
to the Peshtigo fire of October 1871.)

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Executive privilege not 
absolute, justices say

WASHINGTON (AP) - "It is em- 


phatically the province and duty of the 
judicial department to say what the law 
is," Chief Justice John Marshall wrote 
171 years ago. 


Wednesday, ruling in the case of 


President Nixon and the Watergate 
tapes, Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
found those words handy to express his 
meaning. 


"It's 'emphatically the province and 


duty' of this court to 'say what the law 
is' with respect to the claim of privi- 
lege presented in this case," Burger 
wrote for eight justices of the court. 


"What the law is" boiled down to 


this: 


Yes. the President has a privilege to 


withhold confidential communications 


within the executive branch from pub- 
lic scrutiny. 


No, that privilege is not absolute but 


is subject to review by the courts. 


It was the first time in the nearly 185- 


year history of the court that it had 
been confronted with a claim such as 
the one advanced by Nixon: that only 
the President can decide whether he 
should provide evidence wanted for a 
criminal trial. 


In answering the question, the court 


said it agrees with Nixon that it is im- 
portant for conversations between high 
government officials and their advisers 
to be confidential. 


"Human experience teaches that 


those who expect public dissemination 
of their remarks may well temper can- 
dor with a concern for appearances,"

Cross-district busing 
integration plan voided 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Supreme 


Court today struck down by a 5-4 vote, 
a controversial desegregation plan call- 
ing for busing pupils across school dis- 
trict lines in the Detroit area. 


The decision sent the case back to 


U.S. District Court in Detroit, where 
the plan was approved two years ago 
by the late Judge Steven J. Roth. 


Another judge will now consider the 


matter. 


The Supreme Court said Roth erred 


in ordering a desegregation plan em- 
bracing both Detroit and its suburbs 


without any evidence as to whether the 
suburban districts were segregated. 


The lower court was directed to for- 


mulate desegregation plan for the city 
itself. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 


speaking for the court, said federal 
courts may not impose multidistrict 
desegregation plans where there is no 
finding that all the school districts in- 
cluded had failed to operate integrated 
school systems. 


Justice Thurgood Marshall, the only 


black member of the court, dissented, 


saying: 


"We deal here with the right of all of 


our children, whatever their race, to an 
equal start in life and to an equal op- 
portunity to reach their full potential 
as citizens. Those children who have 
been denied that right in the past de- 
serve better than to see fences thrown 
up to deny them that right in the fu- 
ture."

other abuses of the presidency includ- 
ing contempt of Congress. 


Not since 1868, when Andrew Johnson 


was exonerated by the Senate, had any 
such effort to remove a President got- 
ten so far. 


Conyers, one'of the outspoken Nixon 


critics on the committee, charged the 
President was responsible for "whole- 
sale violation of the constitutional 
rights of citizens." 


He also sharply criticized Nixon's 


refusal to comply with the panel's sub- 
poenas, declaring: "Unto this day the 
President is in open and notorious de- 
fiance of the law because he has failed 
to comply with the directives of this 
committee to produce the documents 
that we needed..." 


Wiggin's plea for fairness came de-

10 hostages held by Texas inmates 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - Prison 


officials began moving tear gas equip- 
ment today into a state prison unit 
where armed convicts threatened to 
kill 10 hostages. 


W. J. Estelle Jr., director of the 


Texas Department of Corrections, said 
the situation was "stable," and "nego- 
tiations are going on by telephone." He 
refused comment about the equipment. 


An armed takeover of a third-floor li- 


brary was led by Fred Gomez Car- 
rasco, a prisoner serving a life sen- 
tence, prison authorities said. 


Prison information director Ron Tay- 


lor, when asked about reports of shoot- 
ing, said no one had been shot and 
killed. But when asked if no one had 
been shot, he responded, "I'm not 
saying that." 


Taylor went back inside the ivy-cov- 


ered prison fortress when asked to 
comment on the presence of tear gas 
equipment. 


Early today prison guards began 


bringing into the downtown prison 
compound three gas generators, gas 


mask boxes and what appeared to be a 
supply of weapons. 


Authorities said seven convicts were 


with the hostages, but one of the con- 
victs was not believed to be an active 
participant in the rebellion. 


The hostages are seven women and 


three men, said Dr. Don Kirkpatrick, 
assistant director of the Texas Depart- 
ment of Corrections. One of the men is 
a guard and the other hostages are ci- 
vilian teachers and librarians. 


Kirkpatrick told newsmen Wednes- 


day night that Carrasco had demanded 
six bullet-proof vests, three bullet-proof 
helmets and visors, three walkie-talkie 
radios, three M16 automatic rifles, five 
magazines of ammunition, 100 loose 
rounds for each rifle and "suitable 
clothing for the three of us." 


Kirkpatrick said Carrasco, who was 


sentenced to life for assault with at- 
tempt to murder a police officer at San 
Antonio, had threatened to execute the 
hostages if the demands were not met. 


"Mr. Carrasco is not pushing us for 


any time deadline," Kirkpatrick said. 
"It is also interesting to note there 


have been no transportation demands." 


Kirkpatrick said there was only a 


double door leading into the library 
and Carrasco was making the hostages 
sit in front of it, rotating them about 
every 20 minutes. 


This prevented sharpshooters from 


firing into the room, Kirkpatrick said. 


He said several of the convicts had 


talked to their lawyers. 


In addition to Carrasco. the other 


convicts were identified as Rudolfo 
Dominguez of San Antonio, serving a 
15-year term for assault to murder; Ig- 
nacio Cuevas, a Mexican national 
serving 45 years for murder; Florecio 
Vera, 29, of San Antonio, 10 years for 
burglary; Martin Cuiroz, 27, of Hous- 
ton, two years for possession of co- 
deine, a narcotic; Henry S. Escamilla, 
40, of San Antonio, five years for shop- 
lifting; and Stephen Ray Robertson, 26. 
Dallas, 16 years for rape. 


Kirkpatrick said, however, that he 


did not believe Robertson was an active 
participant.

mates in the library at the time of the 
takeover, including Carrasco.

Hoaxer pretends 
she's Pat Hearst 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A woman 


tricked police into believing she was 
fugitive heiress Patricia Hearst and 
was willing to surrender, bringing 150 
policemen to a North Hollywood apart- 
ment. 


Police officials called off their oper- 


ation early today after the hoax un- 
folded: 


—Miss Hearst's parents and sister 


flew anxiously to Los Angeles from San 
Francisco. Her father was "very disap- 
pointed," and the family quickly re- 
turned home. 


—Officers surrounded an apartment 


building, blocked off streets and nego- 
tiated by telephone with the hoaxer, 
who said she wanted to surrender to 
"Uncle George." Rumors later buzzed ' 
that Miss Hearst had been in the apart- 
ment building but had escaped. 


—A police spokesman said officers 


raided an apartment but found only a 
cat, a .22-caliber rifle and an automa- 
tic shotgun. Three persons who were in 
the apartment, including a 13-year-old 
girl who bears a strong resemblance to 
Miss Hearst, said they were grabbed 
by detectives and questioned. 


Police said the guns had a legitimate 


owner with no connection to the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, which kid- 
naped Miss Hearst at Berkeley, Calif., 
in February. 


The hoaxer wasn't found, and a po- 


lice spokesman said later "we had no 
evidence that Miss Hearst or any SLA 
member was ever there." 


After all the excitement. Police Chief 


Ed Davis summed up the Wednesday 
night operation as "a good command 
exercise."

Joint bicycle trail plan possible

A proposed state aid formula for vo- 


cational districts that is supposed to 
benefit districts with lower per capita 
property valuations and higher 
unemployment rates is being opposed 
by the Fox Valley Technical Institute 
administration. 


The State Vocational, Technical and 


Adult Education Board authorized its 
staff to develop a new formual at the 
meeting this week, after Fred Hies- 
tand, assistant state vocational, techni- 
cal and adult education director, made 
the presentation. 


According to that presentation, FVTI 


would receive more aid under the new 
formula, although its percentage of 
state aids would be reduced slightly. 


The state statistics show that under 


the present formula, which takes only 
the full-time equivalency students into 
account, FVTI would receive $7.8 mil- 
lion in the 1975-77 biennium, but would 
receive $8.4 million under the new for- 
mula, which takes into account four 
factors. 


The dollar figure cited by the state 


office is what has the FVTI adminis- 
trators perplexed. 


"I don't see any way we can get more 


aid under the new formula because our 
valuation is quite high and the statis- 
tics they are basing their figures on for ' 
the new formula is purely guesswork," 
stated Donald Beno, FVTI finance di- 
rector. 


According to the present formula, 


state aids are calculated by mul- 
tiplying the average cost per student 
times the number of full-time equiva- 
lent students in the district. 


The average cost stands at $995 per 


full-time equivalent student. The state, 
which compiles these statistics, is so 
far behind in letting the local districts 
know the final figures, that they are 
only guesswork at this time, Beno ex- 
plained. 


"What I am guessing at is that we 


have 3.400 students aidable at this 
time. But I am not certain, so if the 
state has the final statistics, they 
haven't supplied them to us," he said. 


The plan submitted by Hiestana, 


called the multi-faceted equity for- 
mula, gives 50 per cent consideration 10 
the district full-time student total and 
25 per cent each to the property valu- 
ation and unemployment rate. In addi- 
tion, funds will be distributed to dis- 
tricts for unique and innovative local 
projects for disadvantaged and handi- 
capped people. 


The FVTI people claim, however, 


t h a t they don't even have the 
unemployment rate of each of the tax- 
ing communities in the district, and 
feel that anything the state has is 
guesswork, "on which they are basing 
their formula."

Appleton woman bound 
over for murder trial

Appleton was bound over to Circuit 
Court for trial on a first degree murder 
charge late Wednesday after a prelimi- 
nary hearing in Winnebago County 
Court. 


Mrs. Kelly, 45, 602 S. Mayflower 


Drive, is charged in the shooting death 
of Alvin Manteufel, 68, at his rural Nee- 
nah home on Aug. 22, 1973. 


Wednesday's 
preliminary 
hearing 


ended about 10:30 p.m. after 19 wit- 
nesses had been called to testify by 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Robert Vander Loop, 
who is prosecuting the case for the 
state. The witnesses detailed the chain 
of events on the evening of the shooting 
and subsequent investigation by county 
sheriff's department personnel. 


Through questioning of witnesses, 


Vander Loop placed Mrs. Kelly at the 
scene of the shooting. Several wit- 
nesses testified that they saw no one 
besides the woman and Manteufel en- 
ter or leave the residence on the eve- 
ning of the shooting. However, defense 
attorney James Long of Appleton at- 
tempted to establish through cross-ex- 
amination of witnesses that anyone 
could have been hiding in the home and 
fired the shot. 


Mrs. Penny Wandahsega of Neenah, 


who had been an upstairs tenant at the 
Manteufel home at 1129 E. Fairview 
Road, testified that the home was al- 
ways left -unlocked. She also testified 
that she saw no one else on the prem- 
ises on Aug. 22 and that she had been 
downstairs to use the telephone about 
three hours before the shooting and 
saw no one. 


Mrs. Kelly has claimed that she was 


in another room of the house when she 
heard the gunshot, then found Manteu- 
fel running around in the kitchen. Man- 
teufel was found by sheriff's officers, 
face down on the kitchen floor. He had 
been shot once in the back. The bullet 
exited through his chest, went through 
a kitchen table and was found on the 
kitchen floor. The suspected murder 
weapon was found under the front 
porch of the home. The gun belonged to 


Mrs. Kelly. 


Vander Loop attempted to establish a 


motive in the shooting by entering as 
evidence a copy of the last will and tes- 
tament of Manteufel. It listed Mrs. 
Kelly as the sole benefactor of Manteu- 
fel's estate. That will is being held in 
county probate court. A legal ruling on 
whether it will be honored is being 
withheld until after the Kelly trial. 


The bind-over came at the end of 


Wednesday's testimony when County 
Judge James Sarres ruled a crime had 
probably been committed and that 
probabie cause exists to bring the de- 
fendant to trial. Preliminary hearings 
are held only to establish 
probable 


cause. The trial will be scheduled in 
Circuit Court. 


A first degree murder charge was 


originally filed against Mrs. Kelly in 
October of 1973 after a seven-week in- 
vestigation into the shooting. Former 
Winnebago County Judge James V. Sit- 
ter, however, dismissed the case, citing 
insufficient foundation for the com- 
plaint. 


After charges were reopened May 24 


against his client, Long filed a writ of 
prohibition with the Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court, asking the court to prohi- 
bit the case from continuing.

; Citizenship was restored to all who 
had been deprived of it. including ac- 
tress Melina Mercouri, leftist political 
leader Andreas Papandreou and com- 
poser Mikos Theodorakis. The new gov- 
ernment emptied the Yiaros Island 
concentration camp and shut it down. 
I Theodorakis flew home from Paris 
and said he thought the return to power 
of Caramanlis was a positive step. But 
he pointed out that "the political left is 
excluded" from the government. 


The cabinet members are all cen- 


trists or rightists, and men of economic 
and bureaucratic espertise, indicating 
that Caramanlis planned a speedy as- 
sault on inflation and other economic 
woes.

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MADISON. Wis. (AP) - Children at- 


tending school in the 1980s can look for- 
ward to either smaller classes, empty 
classrooms, or longer bus rides, a re- 
port on population and school enroll- 
ment suggests. 


The Wisconsin Taxpayer's Alliance 


made a number of predictions about 
the future of education in the state 
based on the reduced birth rate during 
the last 10 years. 


The birth rate has dropped from 25.1 


per thousand population in 1960 to 13.7 
in 1973, the alliance said, the lowest 
since the rate was first recorded in 
1910. 


The result is that more students are 


graduating from the state's schools 
now than are entering them. The re- 
verse was true in 1960. 


N'carly 100,000 children enrolled in 


the first grade in 1967 when there were 
71.812 high school seniors. In 1973, 
there were 78.966 children in first 
grade and 80.131 seniors. 


The alliance reported that 40 per cent 


of the state's 382 high school districts 
showed a decrease in enrollment in the 
1972-73 school year. 


"Most school districts will soon have 


a decline in enrollment if they don't 
have one already," the report said. 
"These declines will eventually mean a 
reduced teacher-pupil ratio or a reduc- 
tion in the number of teachers em- 
ployed by the district." plus more con- 
solidation of rural schools. 


The alliance also said transfers of 


private school pupils into public 
schools has resulted in a shift from pri- 
vate schools constituting 25 per cent of 
the total school enrollment in 1964 to 10 
per cent in 1973. 


Lower public school enrollments 


paved the way for decreased local 
school debts for the first time since- 
1945, the report said. Between 1971 and 
1972. local school debts decreased by 
S16.4 million.

publican candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor says he has cautioned his run- 
ning mate against campaign remarks 
which might offend big business. 


State Rep. John M. Alberts of Oco- 


nomowoc said he admires gubernato- 
rial candidate William D. Dyke for hav- 
ing complained about business support 
of Democrats, but that Dyke's com- 
plaints "might have been premature." 


Business seems pleased with indus- 


trial tax relief sponsored by Demo- 
crats, yet may resume its traditional fi- 
nancial support of GOP candidacies 
later in the campaign, Alberts said. 


Alberts was quoted in today's edi- 


tions of the Milwaukee Sentinel, 24 
hours after Dyke had said Republicans 
must seek new sources of support be- 
cause of a transition of business sup- 
port to Democrats. 


Dyke said he has little to lose politi- 


cally by censuring the Democrats' tax- 
relief program. 


"There are a lot of businessmen who 


are going to be upset with his stance,"

to ring in our campaign office as well 
as his," Alberts said. 


"I think this situation," he added,
